Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-26 and 28-31 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: Claims 1 , 26 and all claims dependent thereof are allowable over 
the prior art of record because the prior art does not teach or suggest a basepan 
assembly for a panel board and method for mounting a bus bar in a basepan 
comprising "a basepan", "a first bus bar", "a second bus bar mounted on a side 
portion of the second bus bar proximate the side wall and aligned 90° from the 
first bus bar, wherein, with the basepan coupled to the panel board, the panel 
board prevents deflection of the sidewall of the basepan." Claims 13 and all 
claims dependent thereof are allowable over the prior art of record because the 
prior art does not teach or suggest a load center comprising "an enclosure", "a 
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basepan", "a first bus bar", "a second bus bar mounted on a side portion of the 
second bus bar proximate the side wall and aligned 90° from the first bus bar, 
wherein, with the enclosure prevents the deflection of the sidewall of the basepan 
mounted in the enclosure." The aforementioned limitations in combination with 
all remaining limitations of the respective claims are believed to render said 
claims 1 , 13, 26 and all claims dependent thereof patentable over art of record. 

5. The closest prior art of record is Buchanan (US 6,459,570) which teaches 
a basepan, a first bus bar, a second bus bar mounted on a side portion of the 
second bus bar proximate the side wall and aligned 90° from the first bus bar, but 
fails to teach that the with the basepan coupled to the panel board or enclosure 
prevents deflection of the sidewall of the basepan.
